No. 46-10.— Whereas tho Central Government has full and exclusive 
authority, jurisdiction and powers for, and in relation to, the governance of the 
State of Hutch. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 4 ol the Ex- 
tra-Provincial Jurisdiction Act, 1947, and of all other powers enabling *t in 
that behalf, the Central Government is pleased to make the following order 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Kutch (Currency and Coinage Arrange- 
ments) Order, 1949. 

(2) It shall come into force on the. lBt day of March, 1949. 

(8) In this Order, unloss there is anything repugnant in the subject or 
context, — 


(a) “Chief Commissioner” means the Chief Commissioner of Kutch: 

(b) “Kutch” haB the same meuning as in the Kutch (Administration) 

Order, 3948. 

2. The enactments mentioned in the first column of the Schedule shall 
apply to Kutch subject to, the provision of this Order, any amendments to which 
tho enactments are for the time being generally subject in the territories to 
which they extent, and the modifications and restrictions specified in the second 
column of the Schedule. 

8. References in the enactments applied by this Order to “British India” 
or “the Provincos of India" shall, except where the context otherwise re- 
quires, be construed as reference to “Kutch”. 
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4 Any Court or authority may construe the provisions of any enactment 
applied by this Order and of any notifications, orders, bye-laws, rules or regu- 
lations made or issued thercundor with such modifications, not affecting the 
substance, as may be necessary or proper in order to adapt them to the matter 
before the Court, 

5 Notwithstanding anything contained in the enactments applied by this 
Order or any other law for the time being in force in Kutch, the coins which 
are at present legal tender in Kutch shall continue to be legal tender therein 
at the rate of rupees one hundred to three hundred Korin. 

6, Any law in force in Kutch immediately before tho commencement of 
this Order, relating to the currency in force therein (by whatever name called) 
is hereby superseded. 

7. Anything done or omitted to be done or any appointment, delegation, 
notification, order, bye-law, rule, and regulation made or issued under, or in 
pursuance of, any enactment superseded by this Order is horoby confirmed and 
shall have effect as if done, made or issued under the corresponding enactment 
specified in Schedule.
